Subsidy is Extended 


He Says Railway Will Not be Built Unless the 
Provincial Subsidy is Renewed 


Nelson Daily News: 

Mr. C. Hungerford Pullen, who is 
chief promoter of the Kootenay Central 
Railway, returned from England a day 
ortwoago. As it may be sesumed that 
hia visit to the old country was not en- 
tirely unconnected with the affaire and 
proepects of construction of the line that, 
more than any othar, is attracting the 
attention and gossip of Eaet Kootenay, 
the representative of the Daily News 
obtained from him the following inter- 
view: 

What are the chances of the Kootenay 
Central being constructed in the near 
future, bir. Pollen? 

“We are waiting for the Provincial 


Government to renew the subsidy form- 
erly granted ue,” he replied. ‘‘Icaneay 
that if that eubsidy is:1o0 renewed there 
ie no prospect of the road being built 


either by ue or by any other company.’ |

WILL MR. POLLEN EXPLAIN 


The interview given the Nelson News by Presdent 
Pollen, and published elsewhere in this issue, has created 
a good deal of criticism by those who have read it in this 
valley, and the general inclination seers to be to discredit 
that gentleman’s statements altogether. Some think he 
is talking for effect and others do not hesitate to say he 
really kuows no more about the building of the road than 
the general public. 

However, it is certain Mr. Pollen is discredited and if 
he really has the reins of the K. C. R. the sooner he turns 
lthem over to someone else the better for himself, his com- 
pany and everyone in this valley. 


Mr. Pollen in this interview says: 


“By an amendment 
jf the Dominion Subsidy Act of the present year the time 


for earning the subsidy has been made to conform with 
that allowed under the company’s charter.” 

Last spring, when the people of this valley protested 
against extending this subsidy, Mr. Pollen, under date of 
Ottawa, May Ist, 1906, unsolicited telegraphed The Out- 
crop: ‘Your Ottawa correspondent mistaken, No exten- 


sion of time for charter or subsidy uf Kootenay Central has 
been asked for.—Pollen.” 


As the Dominion Government is not in the habit of 
extending subsidies unless so requested it would be quite 
| interesting to have Mr. Pollen explain how Le connects 
his telegram with his recent interview. 

Mr. Pullen may be right as to the subsidy being ex- 

tended, but no one here has any knowledge that such is the 
}case and there are those who do not hesitate to state that 
they do not believe it has been extended. 
As toa renewal of the Provincial subsidy Premier 
McBride stated most emphatieally that his Government 
would not grant any subsidy to the Kootenay Central. 
| Therefore, Mr. Pollen will have to wait for a change of 
;government before he need ask for a subsidy again.
